Washington, Feb. 6.— The first in- 
terview between Secretary Foster and 
the Hawaiian annexation commlBsion- 
>Ub WM held in the diploiaatic parlor of 
the itat^Abpartdtent Satatdayjittwean 
10 and n o'cloek, and laHtedliUf al^ 
htiVh There -woro present Secretary 
Foster mid Solicitor PatridKO, repro- 
seuting tbo UtiitiHl States, and Messrs. 
Thurston, Wilder, Ciistle, Marsden and 
Cm^, the Hawaiian commissioners; 
H^nanney. of Salt Lake aty, who is 
pw a w i twith them at naoAdal adflMr, 
and Dr. Mqtt-Smith, the Hawaiian min- 
ister, the latter of whom made the in- 
troductions. 

Mr. Thurston, on behalf of his a«80- 
ciates, presented their credentials from 
President Dole, of the provisional gov- 
ernment, and Mipplenu'iited them with 
a biief statement of the events of the 
islands, which were the canM of tbsif 
visit. 

Secretary Foster respondetl in a few 
wonls of wvli-oiiut. stating that the 
reaHoii for thr ciraml wuh well known 
to the peojilf of the I'liitcd hitates. Af- 
ter the exchange of swial f,'reetinpCH, in 
the course of which th«« sccrt'tary ex- 
pressd the regret that he was Kiialjle tn 
receive tlu iii at liis own housi\ wliicli 
h:^'l '•l'>'"d i;; ex'.'ectatioii of hit) 

deiiai tnrc f^r Kurojie in a few days, the 
iiitei veiw closfd with ail enKa,u;eiiieiit to 
meet a;;ain at o'clfM-k in tiie afternoon 
at tile saii.e place. 

Tlie llHWiiiiaii (•oiiimissioner.s re- 
turned at onc(j t(j their hotel, where 
they discuHsed the question of making a 
stnteinent to the people of the United 
Btnies upon the subject of their mission 
tc this country. 

lir. Thurston was asked whether the 
reception by Secretary Fcjstcr had been 
satisf actor}', and he replied that it had 
been quite so. ( if the details, liowever, 
he could not speak, u.s ho had been re- 
quested by' Secretary Foster, pencUiig 
negotiations, to make no statements re- 
garding the progress thereof. 

Other members of the cnmminsion 
united with Mr. Thurston in e.\pr<'8siiig 
much satisfaction over ttie manner of 
their reception. Mr. Oastle said he had 
found Secretary Foster to be an exceed- 
inj^ly affable gentleman, and be antici- 
pated very pleasant relation.s betwe^'n 
him and the commissioners duiing their 
stay. They have been cordially received 
by the reuresentatives of the United 
States government, ho said, and this 
begiiuiiiig, tie believ'ed, augured a satis- 
factory I'oiiipletion of their mission. 

After the interview. Secretary Foster 
said he had nothing new to communi- 
cate, and owing to the pri's.-i of otb r 
boainess he was unable to see newspaper

Hon. John W. Fonter, Waabingtoa: 

Evtiuta in Hawaii in the past few days 
havo uioved rapidly. An entire overthrow 
of the Hawaiian monarchy and ths estab- 
lishment of a provisional government in 
the Intereatii of the wholu peopla of the isl- 
ands without the !-acriflcH of a nlngle life. 
Thentwgoverunieiil. isiu full puHse<t8ion{of 
the itilandH, and was promptly recegnized 
by all the diplomatic representatives. 
The four men of whom it ia composed are 
oi high character, one of whom resigned 
bis position as one of the iiupreme Judges

STEVENS, United States Minister. 
Secretary John W. FoBt«r seat the 
following reply: 

Washington, Jan. 28, 1893. 
John \i. Stevens, United States Minister, 
Honolulu, cnie Commandant Mare Isl- 
and Navy Yard, San Francisco: 
Your dispatch, telegraphed from San 
Francisco, announring revolution and the 
establishment of a pruvisional government 
was reeeived today. Your course in rec- 
ognising an unopposed da* facto govern- 
ment appears to liave been discreet and in 
aocordanea with the. facts. The rule of 
thisgovOTnmaat has uniformly been to 
reoogniie Snd enter into relation with any 
actual government in full possession of ef- 
fective power with the assent of the peo- 
ple. Yon will oontlnne to reoogniie the 
newgoremment nnder sneh conditions. 
It is trusted that the change, besldts con* 
duchig to the tnmquUity aai weMaie ot 
theU^aUan islands, will^ten| t« draw 
cloasr the tntiniate tlsf of ainitr mmI com' 
m^ intsrests ^llh 4o oem>>lcn««dy and 
ns^sMbr llblf tpem'to thetrnitedltates.

Secretary Foster also gave out for 
pnlili< ation a statement defending the 
landing of United States marines at 
Honolulu, and showing that the land- 
ing of foreign troops on the Hawaiian 
islands in connection with civil distnrl^ 
ances bos taken place on several occar 
sions. 

Hot Oroat Britain CoBsenledt 

The official annotmceascit ^oiatidned 
in Minister Stevens' d i spa t c l i to Secreta- 
ry Foster that the r c prs s entativfls of all 
foreign governments nad rabotpiiied the 
provisional government at Hawaii was 
evidentlytias mnoh of a surprise to the 
commissLoners now here as it was to the 
general nnblio, as it may properly bo 
constmed to indnde the representative 
of Ghreat Britain. Tha commissioners 
say they left Honolnln at 9:15 on the 
moming of thp dajof tiurir depurtnre, 
an(d vta to fifteen ndnntea before that 
time'Cney had not heard (rf the action of 
Ghreat Britain's representative, although 
they had been in commnnication with 
the ezecntive council before their de- 
parture. They aay it is probable that 
the British minister had met tb« United 
States minister on the moming in ques- 
tion and had communicated to him ver- 
bally the information that he had Just 
before notified the officials of the new 

government of his recognition, or that 
e intended doing so, which gave to Mr. 
Stevena tbs grounds for the statement 
made in bis (Uspatch. Thia is the only 
way in which the QomrtilmloBm can 
account for the matter. * 

The Cuuimlnslonorii' Suixlny, 

The members of the Hawaiian annex- 
ation ccnnmission spent a i|\iiet Simday, 
passing most of the time in their rooms 
at their hotel. Mr. Carter, who was a 
resident of Waehingt<m for stune time 
while his father was Hawaiian minister 
to this country, found time to renew 
some of his ac<iuaintances of that 
perio<l, but the other gentlemen saw no 
one excejit several ctrilers at the hotel 
Among the visitors during the day were 
ConinKinder (ioodrich, of the United 
States navy, and Mr. J. B. Montgom- 
ery, of Portland, Or., the latter of 
whom exjjressed to the commissioners 
his belief that the entire Pacific coast 
was united in favor of the annexation 
of the islands to ths Voitad Statat; 
No atatomont to Uio Pabllo. 

The oommisdoners do not expect to 
make any statement to the public re- 
garding their errand until after the 
completion of their conferences with 
Secretary Foster. They will be busily 
engaged during tiie intervals between 
these meetings with the secretary in 
the prenaration of the argument that 
they wm advaooa in support of their 
application for the annexation of the 
islands by the United States. 

Awaiting the Next Steamer. 

It is not probable that the confer- 
ences between the secretarv and the 
oommissioners will he anything more 
than formal until after the iwrival of 
the next steamer from Hawaii, which is 
due at San Francisco on the 8th inst., 
c<mtaining further advices as to the sit- 
uation of alVairs upon the islands. The 
state dejiart ment expects to receive by 
that steamer full reports from Minister 
Stevens of the events in connection 
with the revolution and of what has oc- 
curred since. The commissioners also 
look for additional instructions from the 
provisional government regarding their 
mission to this country. Until these 
communications have been received it 
is said that the cohimissioners will not 
be presented to President Harrison. 
Doings "iMM Provlslabal Oovaramant. 

Speakiiig of the probable course of 
events on the island»,CkBnmissioneirCMr- 
ter said yesterday afternoon that the 
nrovisional government womd not nn- 
oartake any legislatlva action pending 
tha necotUtioBB with the United States 
upon the snbieot of annexation axoapt 
that the advisory oouneU, wbiohttands 
in the stead of a legislativa legislature, 
wonld nrobaUy repeal tha lottery bill 
which &e recent legislature passed the 
day before it was prorogued the late 
deposed queen. 

V Inlatar Btavans Foresaw It. 

As long ago as last November Minis- 
ter Stevens wrote a letter sbttinjj forth 
the advantages <if the Hawaiian islands 
to the United States, and the desirability 
of their acciuisitioii by tliis country, in 
which he said: "The time is near when 
we must decide who shall hold these 
islands as a part of their national terri- 
tory. It is not possible for them to 
much longer to remain alone. Tlieir 
people and the United States will soon 
be compelled by circumstances and 
aventi to daoidfl whethwc the Hawaiian 



I'^lands will Tiave unity, liberty and 
autonomy with the United State."* or be 
come a colonial possession of foveir' 
iiower. What Webster, Clayton and 
MaTcy saw forty ye.irs ago, and Seward 
Fish and Blaine and tlie administra 
tions tlioy represented, clearly per 
ceived may now well be considered by 
the American people." 

Importanc* of the Islands. 

The antire area of the islands is about 
6,000 square miles. In addition to 
sugar, which is now much tha largest 
product, the soil and climate are ad' 
mlrably adanted to raising rice, ba- 
nanas, orangt?. coffee, grapes and other 
crops. Well governed ancf properly de- 
veloped, they are capable of sustaining 
a population of 800,000 to 400,000. 
There are extensive ranches tor the 
raising of sheen and cattle, SO as to be 
capable of supplying steamers and other 
vessels both in peace and war. The 
two harbors of Honolulu and Pearl 
City, about six miles apart, are entered 
by narrow channels and are closely 
backed bv mountains, so as to be made 
impregnably defensible at n<yt large ex- 
pense. Their ultimate possessioa by 
the United States is of tne utmost im- 
portance to American commerce in the 
raoiiic, which promises vast ^Aoff- 
ment if wisely cared ftiraDdirithout 
too mnoh dday. 



CLtVei ANtys C AStNBT. 

It It llpll' Toa That Only Two Mpmbers 
Have Iteen Decided Upon. 

New Tobk, Feb. 6.— It is the general 
impression among politicians that Mr. 
flevelindhM decided upon dalvtwo 

members of his cabinet. Thsjknow 
that Mr. Carlisle is to be secretary of 

the treasury and Daniel S. Lainont 
either secretary of war or secretary of 
the navy, Imt they are mystiHed as ti 
the otherjuen who are to have jiort 
folios. The belief is :rri -.■. iiig tliat Jani— 
C. Carter, of this city, is iio-.v the hr^1 
choice of Mr. Cleveland for secretary of 
state, and in the event of his appoint- 
nient. it is said Judge W. Q. Gresliam 
is likelv to have his jilace as attorney in 
the Behring sea controversy. 

There is a g( od deal of discuspion over 
.Judge Gresh in'i. whose a]ip"iiii ini'iit toa 
cabinet office would be received with di 
favor by many Demoi-rats. It is hinted 
that Mr. CJev. laiid has already offered 
Jnilge ( iresnum an ollico and that what 
ever was oil. red he declined. Henry 
Villard may be in the cabinet as secre- 
tary of the interior, but his appointment 
would create considerable talk beiMUBe 
of his railroad connection. 

Ex-S.-cretury William C. Whitney is 
no loiiL,> r spi iketi of for a cabinet pi rt- 
folio. Mr. CleveLuid would like to have 
him for secri tary of tlie navy, but if 
Mr. Whitney accepts anything it will 
pr<ibably be the niissi. Ill to England or 
France, (ieueral Patrick A. Collins, of 
Boston, will likely be the New England 
rejirestntative in the cabinet. Politi 
ciuns continue to Hock here from all 
Iiart.-; of the country to look after the 
distribution of jiatronage. 

Coii^'iessman William H. Brawley, of 
South v'arolina. who voted against the 
silver purchase bill, was a welcome viS' 
itor. Mr. Brawley, it is said, will be 
the president's representative in the 
house on silver legislation. Mr. Cleve- 
land IS obliged to look to Senator Hill 
as an ally in repealing the Sherman act. 
Among the callers on Mr. Cleveland 
were W. C. C. Atwood, colored, of Ten 
ne.ssee. Mr. Atwood was appointed by 
President Arthur as minister to Hayti 
aii<l was not removed by I'resident 
Cleveland. He worked for Mr. Cleve 
land's election and is again a candidate 
for the Haytian mission. ' 

E.\-Postmaster deneinl Don M. Dick, 
inson consulted with Mr. Cleveland at 
his office in the Mille building Saturday 
and late in the afternofm joined him on 
the train for Lakewoexl. William I 
Harrity registered at the Hoffman 
House in the forenoon, and left there 
in the evening for Philadelphia. He 
talked with Mr. Cleveland during the 
few hours he was in the city. Mr. Har- 
rity is expected at Lakewood this week. 
Congressman O'Farrell, of Virginia, 
and R. W. Morse and .Tames Keith, of 
the some state, all called upon the presi- 
dent-elect. Their conference followed 
a long one which Mr. Cleveland held 
with ex-Secretary of the Treasury 
Charles 8. FairbbUd and Mr. Dickinson. 
Mr. FairoUia may ba odleotor of this 
port. 

Mr. Clevelainl remained quietly nt his 
cottage all day yesterday. Mr' Cleve- 
land announced vesterday evening that 
he will remain here all of the coming 
week in order to dispose of several mat- 
ters of importance which have been 
awaiting his attention for some time. 
He desires that his ordinary mail shall 
be directed to hia offloain wew York, as 
it will receive more prompt attention 
there than here. • 

The sudden death Sunday moming of 
Dr. W. C. Stone, the physician and 
friend of tha Uivelana family, was 
a shock to both Mr. and lbs. Cleve- 
land. 

GHOSTLY LIGHTS. 

Sedsattoiial Ex|ittrience of a Kentuoky 
Slelsliliig; I'arty. 

RiCHUONj), Ky., Feb. 6.— William 
O'Connor, who resides at Kirksville, in 
this county, is very much puxaled and 
excited over an experience he had with 

a ghastly fire phenomenon, three miles 
from this city, recently. He professes 
to be a skeptic on the subject of spirit- 
ualism, and relates a remarkable and 
interesting story of his late adventure. 

In company with two young men and 
two young ladies, Mr. O'Connor left 
Richmond, on Monday night, Jan. 10, 
in a sleigh drawn by two fleet horses. 
They were on thier way to a party at 
Kirksville. 

The night was cold, and a light snow 
was falling, but it was not too dark to 
see objectfl tweiity-Kve yards away. 
When thi-y reached a point about three 
miles southwest of this city one of the 
vqnac men saw a brilliant light qw on 



A hillside, about one hundrecNardsfrom 
tlie roadside, and caUad attcntioo of the 

party to it. 

The crowd thought it was the reflec- 
tion of a lamp burning in a house near- 
by, but as the latter was 800 yards away 
and the light on the hillside exceedingly 
bright, they were unwilling to accent 
this. They stopped to investigate the 
strange scene. At this time the light 
l)egan to slowly circle round, rising a 
great distance from the grounds then 
falling to the earth again in large cir- 
cles. 

Mr. O'Connor describes the appear- 
ance of the light aa electric in brillian- 
cv. and says there was no human near 
the spot; had there been he would have 
been vMble, as the light was so bright. 
The curionity of the young men arose to 
a high pitch at this time, and two of 
them alighted and waded through deep 
snowdrifts, aud stood for a quarter of 
an hour watcliing the strange phenom- 
enon. 

Being chilled, the party r^isumcd their 
journey. They drove to the farmhouse 
where the party was to be given, and 
witnessed the same peculiar spectacle 
which thev had come in contact with 
an hour before. At the farm gats they 
again watched the light another quarter 
of an hour, which continued to ap- 
proach them, circling as it came. 

Mr. O'Connor and companions are 
unable to fathom the mystery, and 
others who have witnessed the same 
sight at or near this spot are likewise 
puzzled to know what it is. 

ANOTH ER EL D ORADO. 

Blch and EztAnSIra Oold Or* Talo Found 

In Southern Citllfornla. 

Dknver, Feb. R.— A gold mining dis 
covery of extraordinary importance has 
just been made in San Bernardino conn 
ty, Cal., at the instance of Denver cap- 
italists. Messrs. T. N. Blake, of the 
Continental Oil company; N. T. Jordan, 
Robert Bailey, W. L. Beardsley, E. A. 
Nash and W. F. Crosby, who an the 
prindpsl proprietors and promoters of 
the Nevada Southern railroad, which is 
to go through Ariwrna and soutiiera 
California, oonstracted with a view to 
developing the mining interests of that 
section of southern California, not long 
since sent C. F. Wahl, an experienced 
prospector, to investigate the gold and 
silver veins of that re^on. 

Mr. Wahl writes from the New York 
mining district, in San Berasrdino 
county, tliat he has found on the north 
side of the New York mountains a big 
vein fully four feet wide, rich in gold 
and silver. Qe traced the vein for over 
a mile and it was of uniform richness 
throughout. The claim is situated about 
five miles between New York and 
Vanderbilt mines. There is plenty of 
water and the spot is easy of access 
The oraia free miung M>d assays ISOO a 
ton. 

Mr. Wahl has christened his find the 
"Wahl lode," after himself, and the 
gentlemen above named will be associ- 
ated with him in developing it. 

The fact that they contrpl the rail- 
road which traverses that region is an 
assurance that the new El Dqrado, if 
such it be, will be wwrkad to the ut- 
most. They have already invented over 
91,000,000 in a smelter and reduction 
work at Needles, an important point on 
their railroad, have established a na- 
tional bank there and propose to spend 
$nu,()00 more for mining machinery. 
Mr. Blake is president and Mr. Jordan 
vice president of the company, which 
has been inoorponts4 tO d*^0P tho 
new mine.

Prospeots of Cue PasitliiK tlie I'reseul 
Session of Coiigrf itn. 

Lakewood, N. J., Feb. (>.— Congress- 
man W. L. Wilson, of West Virginia, 
who came from Washington Saturday tu 
consult with Mr. Cleveland, presumably 
on the prospect of the repeal of the 
Sherman silver purchase act at this ses- 
sion of congress, spent tho evening with 
Mr. Cleveland and Don M. Dickins(jn at 
the Cleveland cottage, and had another 
long taUr wit|i tba jwsjd a a t pala a t yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Wilson, when asked yesterday 
what were the prospects of a silver 
bill.passing both nouses of congress be- 
fore the end-of the present session, said: 
"The chance of a bill parsing the house 
largely depends upuu the comuiillee on 
rules. They are to report a resolution 
on Thursday. If the* resolution merely 
calls up the silver bill for discussion 
nothing will he accomplished, as but 
twenty-four working days remain and 
appropriation bills will taker consider- 
able of the time, so that the discussion 
on silver can be prolonged until the end 
of the session. If the committee re- 
ports a rule requiring a Hual vote on 
the silver bill on a certain day and the 
house decides to vote on the measure. 1 
am satisfied that it will pass the house. 
In the senate, however, there ia a suffi- 
cient minority against repeal of the 
Sherman law to absolutely prevent the 
passage of a hm at this asarion .** 

FLOOD IN QUEE NSLAND. 

Larg* X.0U Banan Ufs and Oraat De- 
struellon of Property* 

BUSBANE, Feb. 8.— Incessant rains 
for several days has catised flood through- 
out Queensland. Part of this.city is under 
water. People are deserting the low- 
lying districts, as many houses are sub- 
merged to the second floor and the 
water is still rising. 

The towns of Bundaberg, Ipswich 
and Bundamha are suffering most se- 
verely and are threatened with total 
demolition. All domestic animals and 
cattle have been drowned. A large loss 
of human life is reported. 

A mine near Bundamha wa« flooded 
and seven miners were drowned. 

In Ipswich many houses have col- 
lapsed. 

Gotxina is entirely under water, and 
the inhabitants have taken refuge on 
the hills. Hundreds are homeless with- 
o»lsti4tW Micl without food. ^ '

The Czarewitcli's Uecnnt Visit Having; 
Good Kir.ct, 

Berlin, Feb. 6.— Concurrent indica- 
tions distinctly point to a growth of 

concord with Rus((}a arising from tha 
recent visit of the czarewitch to Berlin. 

(Officials at the foreign ofiice litre^stato 
that a coiimiercial convention with 
Rusdii. is now a ct'rtaiiity. 

The ci'.ar is eredited with instructing 
Qeneriil Gourko. tlie governor -of War- 
saw, who was reeeiitly sunaiu)ned to St. 
I'etersburg. to suspend the cxi'i ution of 
.the jilans for massing trooj* along the 
German frontier. The ezarewitcli ha.s 
sent a telegram to tiie colonel of the 
Westphalian husaais, of which reL,n- 
iiientthe czarewitch is honorary colonel, 
saying: "I am hlleil witii seiitiiiu-nts 
of sinciTe i<-r}ilitudo towards Emperor 
William for his gracious attention tO 
me, whieh i wiuiulv appreciate." 

The nienil)era of Emperor William'a 
immediate circle make much of these 
symptoin.s of renewed amity. Hence 
rumors are t'lirrent of u meetiiii? of the 
czar. Emperor Williaiu and Emperor 
Franz .Toseph. Ruuior also has it that 
the czarewitch will revisit the Berlin 
court during the coming suniiner and 
that a conference is bein;; arranged be- 
tween the czar and l^niperor William. 

But notwithstiiiidiii;.; all these rumors 
of pacific intentions, which have cer- 
tainly reached i-Jussia, the Russian 
newspapers of pro-French opinions tako 
special occasion now to reeur to expres- 
sions of hostility to (Jermany. For in- 
stance. The NovoMti dechires that war 
is an absolute necessity, and that tho 
monarchs would tie powerless to avert it. 
Germany, it says, is going headlong 
toward events I'omp.ired with which toa> 
war of 1870 will be child's play. •

Mr. Whitney sat up until 2 oVlork, at 
which lionr lie rt-tired to his bed and 
the house was darkened. A few niin- 
ntes before :J o'clock one of the nurses 
hastily Bumraoned him, and lie hurried 
to Mrs. Whithey's room, reaching it 
jutit in time to see her expire. So un- 
eipectodly did death come there was 
not even time to summon her father, 
brother and sister, who were in the 
house, having been called there wlii'ii 
Mrs. Whitney's condition first appeared 
serious.

The death of Mrs. Whitney awakened 
widespread sympathy throughout the 
country, and all day telegrams and 
messages of condolence were received 
bv the family. Although these messages 
of condolence were kept strictly private, 
it is said by friends of the family that 
aniony: the first telegrams to arrive were 
those from President-elect and Mrs. 
Cleveland, Sir Julian Pauncefote, the 
British minister at Washington, and 
representatives of other foreitm lega- 
tions also sent messages. Telegrams 
were also received from a number of 
cenators and congressmen, from Mr. 
Whitney's colleagues iu Mr. Cleveland's 
cabinet and from the members of Mr. 
Harrison's cabinet. Many of the imme- 
diate friends of tlie family called dur- 
ing the day. 

Tor years Mrs. Whitney has evinced 
■ymptoms of heart trouble. Slight at- 
tacks i f illiiHss from this eause has fre- 
qii. 1 Mt>d lu r and occasioned her 

family k" anxiety. For three weeks 
the patient had bwii {guarded from dis- 
turbing inrtueiK'fs ami almost entirely 
confined to her bed. Tlie night before 
the attack that wiie tlie beginning of 
her last illness, Mrs, Whitney gave one 
of the dinner dances that are the fash- 
ionable fad of the present season. She 
was in a weak condition at the time 
and the excitement and the strain con- 
seciuent to ttie entertainment of her 
large party is suppoMd to hava raparin- 
dnced the attack. 

The funeral will take place at 10 
o'clock TueHiiay forenoon from St. Bar- 
tholomew's church, Madison avenue. 
The services will Ije conducted by the 
Rev. Dr. David H. (ireer. The inter- 
ment will be at Woodhiwn cematery 
where the daughter,- wfo Vadawead 
in 1893, is buried. 

Colonel Daniel S. Lnniont. Mr. Whit- 
ney's intimate friend, has charge of the 
funeral arrangements. He says the 
funeral will be as quiet as possible. 

Among the telegrams of Condolence 
received were these from Secretary and 
Mrs. Elkins, Chief Justice Fuller, ex- 
Secretary T. F. Bayard, ex-Postmaster 
General Don M. Dickinson and many 
other well known uublic men. Mr. and 
Mrs. Orover Cleveland telegraphed that 
they would come from Lakewood to at- 
tend the funeral. Among the first to 
call and leave cards at the house Were 
the Vandtrbilts. the Webbs. Chauncey 
M. Depew and others equally well 
known in New York. 

Mrs.' Whitney fully deserved the name 
of social lender. She was not surpassed 
by any. and the social functions over 
which shw has for several seasons pre- 
sided as hostess have been numerous 
and various. Upon these occasions her 
characteristics have been unexcelled in 
dignity and grace, charming self-possea- 
sion and the rarer qualities of kindness 
of spirit and genuine hospitality. 

While her fife and name were to a re- 
markable deg^ree linked with political, 
ofBcial and Qnancial, as well as social 
greatness, she counted her tfriends in 
many classes, and her undemonstrative 
generosity won the gratitude of those 
, who have met her. As is well known 
one of her closest intimates was Mrs. 
Cleveland, wife of the ex-preaident aqd 
president-elect of the United Btataa. 

Although only on the threshold of 
the forties, Mrs. Whitney's hair was 
prematnrely white. Her face retained 
a great measure of the youthful fresh- 
neaa and sweetness that characterised it 
when she was married to Mr. Wliitney, 
then a hard-working lawyer of modest 
income and aaaMaly any aaana, a acore 
of rears ago.
